CHICAGO, Sept. 14 — What 
might have been a rousing re- 
gional meeting of loyal Demo- 
crats to welcome home Adlai E.

and Stevenson’s televised report 
to the nation tomorrow night on 
his seven months abroad.

MOSCOW, Sept. 14 (UP)— 
Sweeping reforms decreed in 
Soviet agriculture put premiums 
on private enterprise and have 
the effect of inviting Russian 
farmers to try to get rich. 

The Central Committee of the 
Communist party ordered the 
reforms, aimed at carrying out 
Premier Georgi Malenkov’s pro- 
gram for abundant food within 
two to three years. 

The committee issued the de- 
cree yesterday after its 125 
members met here and heard 
Nikita Khrushchev report on the 
shortcomings and achievements 
of the nation’s farm policy. 

Khrushchev, the party’s chief 
agricultural adviser for many 
years, delivered one of the most 
critical analyses ever made of 
Soviet farm production. He rec- 
ommended measures for correct- 
ing deficiencies in cereal crops, 


flax, potatoes, vegetables and 
livestock. 
At the meeting Khrushchev 


was elected first secretary of the

Certain Defeat Predicted. 


Certain defeat of the move, 
however, was predicted in in- 
formed quarters because the 
vote confining the peace con- 
‘ference to belligerents ‘on the 
U.N. side” was adopted 43-5 
with 10 abstentions. Separate 
ivsolutions excluded India as a 
neutral and permitted Red invi- 
tation to Russia on the Commu- 
nist side. 

An intentional slight of 
American leadership in the Ko- 
rean truce negotiation was seen 
in the Peiping note. The U.N, 
resolution directed the United 
States to negotiate the time and 
site for the conference and 
Washington already had commu- 
nicated with Peiping through 
Sweden. Peiping however made 
reply directly to U.N. Secretary 
General Dag Hammarskjold. 

The Peiping tactic was con- 
sidered part of the strenuous 
campaign conducted here by the 
Soviet Union to get places at 
U.N, tables for Red China and

Bonded Debt Now Low. 


The city’s current bonded in- 
debtedness is very low, it has 
been pointed out. Although au- 
thorized to issue up to $163,310,- 
577 in bonds—10 per cent of the 
assessed valuation of property in 
the city—St. Louis has a bonded 
debt of only $35,531,000. 

Most of the bonds now out- 
standing will be paid off by 


1960, City Comptroller Milton.

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“Through our federal housing 
reeview,” he said, “we seek to 
xepand local efforts, not to set 
local governments adrift. The 
scope and effectiveness of fed- 
eral housing policies, however, 
will ve determined to a large 
extent by the underlying force 
of local action generated in your 
conimunities.” 

More than local difficulties 
are involved in the housing 
problem, Cole said, and the Fed- 
eral Government cannot turn its 
back on such problems as slums, 
urban blight, and decent hous- 
ing for low-income and minority 
families. 

“We cannot compromise with 
the slums,” Cole added. “We 
must not continue to endure 
their corrosive effect on people 
and responsible citizenship nor 
their heavy toll on the financial 
resources and the future pros- 
pects of our cities to serve their 
peoples’ needs. We cannot af- 
ford fs a nation, or as munici- 
palities, this unnecessary waste 
in human living and in urban 
resources.” 

Cole said his study on hous- 
ing policies, and the study he 
proposed for municipalities, did 
not stand alone but should be 
integrated with the studies being 
undertaken by the Hoover Com- 
mission on Government Reor- 
ganization and the Manion Com- 
mission on Intergovernment Re- 
lations.

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Buftet Supper Will Appeal to Men 


By DOROTHY BRAINERD 
Post-Dispatch Food Editor. 


HE buffet supper has become an important 

part of our scheme of entertaining. And 

rightly so, since it provides a means of serv- 
ing a maximum number of guests in a minimum -— 
amount of space, and with a minimum of work 
and confusion. 


However, the success of a buffet depends upon 
careful planning. Food, silver and dishes should 
be arranged for convenient self-service; the 
table is the focal point of the party, so it must 
be as attractive as possible. Because cross-table 
vision does not present a problem, the center- 
piece may be taller and more dramatic than for 
a sit-down supper. 

Above all, be sure that hot foods are kept 
warm. Make use of such aids as coffee warmers, 
casseroles and bun warmers, and plan your menu 
around dishes which stay warm long and easily, 
such as those suggested here. 


Shank Half of Ham. 


A baked shank half of ham is one of the best 
buffet choices. If the ham you buy is the pre- 
cooked, ready to eat variety, it requires only 
heating through. An uncooked ham calls for 
a somewhat longer baking period. © 


To bake a shank half of ham follow this pro- 
cedure: Place the half ham on a rack in a shal- 
low roasting pan. Do not add water, Do not 
cover. Place in a preheated 325 degree oven. 
Allow 14 minutes per pound for a cooked, ready 
to eat ham and 25 minutes per pound for an un- 
cooked ham. About half an hour before the end 
of the baking period, take the ham from the 
: oven. Remove the rind and cut into the fat sur- 
, face shallow, crisscross grooves about one inch 


; apart. Stick with cloves, if desired, and spread 
ty / with a glaze.

For an interesting glaze reminiscent of ham 
cookery during the Colonial days, mix one-half 
cup brown sugar with one tablespoon dry mus- 
tard and enough liquid to moisten. Spread over 
ham and continue to bake, basting occasionally 
with drippings in pan. 


Macaroni and Cheese. 


If you add a hearty macaroni and cheese cas- 
serole, only a crisp salad and refreshing bever- 
age will be needed to complete the party menu. 
Once the following ingredients are mixed to- 
gether, the casserole will bake without further 
attention at the same temperature required. for 
the ham: 


Ingredients for the casserole are one table- 
spoon salt, three quarts boiling water, eight 
ounces elbow macaroni, one-half cup butter or 
margarine, one-half cup sifted all-purpose flour, 
one quart hot milk, two cups grated processed 
cheese, one-half cup minced onions or scallions, 

and two teaspoons salt.

Most of the 
hams on the market are the mild-cure type 
and should be baked rather than boiled. Un- 
necessary boiling and baking robs them of 
much of their good flavor. 


Potatoes with Sausage. 


For another buffet menu choose 
scalloped potatoes with sausage and 
tomatoes as the main hot dish. The 
recipe calls for three cups raw sliced 
potatoes, six diced sausages, four 
tablespoons flour, one teaspoon salt, 
one-eighth teaspoon pepper, three 
tablespoons minced onion, one and 
one-half cups milk, three slices to-. 
mato and parsley, if desired. 


Arrange about half the potato 
slices and diced sausages in a well 
greased one and one-half quart cas- 
serole; sprinkle with half the flour, 
salt, pepper and onions. Repeat. 
Pour milk over ingredients. Top with 
tomato slices. Cover and bake in 
moderate oven, 350 degrees, for 
three-fourths hour. Remove cover 
and bake for another one-half hour 
or until done. If desired, garnish 
with sprigs of parsley for serving. 
Yield: Three to four servings. 


Piping hot scalloped potatoes with sausage 
and tomatoes look and taste so good that 
you will be wise to plan on second helpings. 
The potatoes are baked until tender in a 
creamy white sauce gently flavored with 
enion and diced sausages. The parsley 
sprigs atop the tomatoes are a gay color 
accent. Perfect acoompentment: corn meal 
muffins, fresh from the oven. 


Corn meal muffins go well with 
the potatoes. These are the ingredi- 
ents: One cup sifted flour, one cup 
corn meal, one teaspoon salt, one- 
fourth cup sugar, four teaspoons 
baking powder, one egg, one cup 
milk and one-fourth cup melted 
shortening. 


Sift together flour, corn meal, sal 
sugar and baking powder.

Pour 
batter into six well greased custard 
cups, five ounce size, filling cups 
two-thirds full. Bake in moderate 
oven, 350 degrees, for 25 minutes or 
until done.

FOOD PRODUCTION 


FAO Report Coincides 
With Russian Cam- 
paign to Increase 
Farm Output. 


ROME, Sept. 14 (AP)—The 
rest of the world is increasing 
its food production faster than 
Russia, Sovietized eastern Eu- 
rope and Red China. 

Even with the lack of ade- 
quate information from behind 


the Iron Curtain, this was a 
statistical conclusion yesterday | 


of the 1953 world food review 
of the United Nations’ Food and 
Agricultural Organization. 

The Soviet Union radio yes- 
terday announced a grow-morfe- 
food campaign in a report from 
the central committee of the 
Communist party in Moscow. 

This year the FAO report 
found one strong note of op- 
timism: 

“For the first time since 1939, 
though as yet insecurely, world 
food production on a global basis 
caucht up with the growth of 
worid population.” 

It is still far out of balance, 
however. 

North American Production. 

FAO said that without the re- 
markable expansion of food out- 
put in North America, it would 
have been impossible to avoid 
disastrous famines in the post- 
war years. 

North America’s 7 per cent of 
the world population now pro- 
duces more than 20 per cent of 
the world’s total food. 

Since the war, the report 
noted, the differences in agri- 
cultural production between the 
more developed and the less de- 
veloped regions of the world 
have tended to increase. 

Production has expanded rap- 
idly in countries which already 
were able to feed themselves 
well. Although progress has 
been made, in the hungrier 
areas food consumption levels 
remain inadequate—and in the 
Far East are even lower than 
before. 

FAO said it has no complete 
figures from the Soviet section 
of the World which holds itself 
apart from the U. N.’s efforts to 

cope with the hunger of man- 
kind. 
Lag in Output. 

Its statistics showed that even 
though population is increasing 
more slowly in Russia, East 
Europe and China, these coun- 
tries lag behind in the race for 
increased food production. 

According to these figures, the 
world’s gain in food output over 
prewar levels drops 5 to 6 per 
cent when Russia, East Europe 
and China are counted in. 

With them, the FAO chart on 
world food production gains over | 
prewar showed 9 per cent in- 
crease by 1950-51, 13 per cent | 
by 1951-52 and 17 per cent by 


Without Russia, East. Europe 
and China, the report said, the 
gains for all the rest of the 
world had been 14 per cent by 
1950-51, 18 per cent by 1951-52 
and 23 per cent by 1952-53. 

Due to an increase in popu- 
lation proportionately smaller 
than the world average, the re- 
port noted, the per capita pro- 
duction increase in Russia, East 
Europe and China was virtually 
up to world average. 

This still was far below per 
capita gains in the Atlantic Pact 
nations of West’ Europe and 
North America. 

In his foreword to the report 
issued at FAO’s world headquar- 
ters in Rome, Director General 
Norris E. Dodd said: 

“The average diet per capita 
on North America, Oceania and 
western Europe is something 
like two to three times that of 
the underdeveloped regions. ., . 

“Nearly 70 per cent of the 
world’s population lives in the 
less-developed regions. To raise 
their average dict to the present 
average of the world as a whole 
~—which is only about half the 
present North American level 
and by no means a high stand- 
ard nutritionally—would require 
additional supply of food equal 
to the total 1952-53 production 
of North America and Oceania 
combined.” 

FAO reported a continuing 
improvement of diets in North 
America, western Europe, the 
Near East, Africa and Latin 
America, but it said the Danube 
,_Mrouth led to food shortages in 
eastern Europe and Yugoslavia.

East St. Louis Drivers 
Say Pay Rise Is Too 
Low, Object to Other 


Provisions. 


Representatives of the striking 
East St. Louis bus drivers today 
notified Mayor Alvin G. Fields 
they were ready to resume nego- 
tiations to end the seven-week- 
old work stoppage after union 
members yesterday voted over- 
whelmingly to reject the com- 
pany’s wage offer made last 
week. 


George Rampenthal, president | 


of Local 125, AFL Amalgamated 
Street, Railway and Motor Coach 
Employes’ Union, said the men 
thought the 10-cent hourly pay 
increase tendered by East St. 
Louis City Lines, Inc., was too 
low and that other contract pro- 
visions were objectionable. 

Members expressed displeas- 
ure with the company’s insis- 
tence on a “no strike, no lock- 
out” clause, an annual physical 
examination of drivers and a 
proposal to remove dispatchers, 
tellers and change makers from 
union membership, Rampenthal 
said. 

The company offered a 3-cent 
wage boost retroactive to June 


resumption of work and an ad- 
ditional 4-cent increase next 
June 1. The union demand was 
for 10 cents retroactive to June 
1 and an additional 7 cents with- 
in a 20-month period. 


East St. Louis City Lines made | 
its offer following long negotia- | 


tion sessions attended by Mayor 
Fields, an East St. Louis Citi- 
zens Committee, representatives 
of the Federal Mediation and 
Conciliation Service and the IIli- 
nois Department of Labor, and 
the principals. 

Rampenthal said the vote to 
reject the offer was 109 to 12. 

East St. Louis has been with- 
out bus service since the strike 
began last July 25. The city has 
been unable to arrange for bus 
service under a temporary tran- 
sit authority.

To determine whether the 
idea is workable the FHA and 
the National Association of Home 
Builders are ‘starting trade-in 
tests in six cities: Columbus, 
O.; Hartford, Conn.; Washing- 
ton; Oklahoma City; Shreve- 
port, La.. and New Orleans. 


Spot checks by the Associated 
Press show that the still-boom- 
ing market in new homes leaves 
many builders pretty cold to the 
idea, but the experiment is still 
in its infancy. 


The FHA does not expect 
practical information on the 
tests until some time this fall 
and the picture may be different 
by then. 

Right now, however, the tone 
is one of indifference by build- 
ers. : 

In Columbus, Karl W. Kumler 
said local builders do not have 
to look for trade-ins to help 
them dispose of new homes. 

“Home builders are selling 
units as fast as they build them,” 
he said. 

But Ernest G. Fritsehe, head 
of the Columbus Home Builders 
Association, said the basie idea 
is a good one, although builders 
are approaching it with eaution. 
He added that trade-in trans- 
actions bring up severe problems 
for builders who lack the facili- 
ties, connections and experience 
needed for selling the old house. 

Three tests of the trade-in

Lethargy in Washington. | 

A bog of lethargy mired the 
new plan as it was introduced | 
in the District of Columbia. 

Tom Barringer, director ofthe 
district's FHA insuring office, 
said he canvassed 350 builders 
and mortgagees in this area but 
got only two or three replies. 

Barringer said that a thousand 
unsold homes were hanging over 
the local market as of Jume but 
this spurred no interest in trade- 
ins among builders. 

“They just. aren’t hungry 
enough to undertake trade-ins,” 
he said. 

So solid was the indifference, 
he added, that not a single test 
case has been put in the works 


yet. 

But Barringer and his staff 
dug up a sample case in subur- 
ban Silver Spring, Md., where 
they found an “out of style” 
house to which FHA assigned a 
value of $8500. 

Most of the other dwellings in 
the community were’ in the $18,- 
000 class. 

Barringer’s architectural ex- 
perts looked over the house and 
decided the appraisal could be 
boosted to $15,000 by remodel- 


ing. 
$6300 in Improvements. 

The improvements would in- 
clude removing a rear room, al- 
tering the interior, installing a 
downstairs bathroom and replac- 
ing the asphalt shingles with a 
new exterior. The job would 
cost $6300. 

The remodeling, said Bar- 
ringer, would bring the home 
“fairly close to the other houses 
of the community and add years 
to its economic life.” 

The family owning the house 
couldn’t afford the improve- 
ments, and Barringer suggested: 

“Now if a builder would come 
along and buy it for $9000, tak- 
ing over a $5000 mortgage, the 
owner could get $4000 for his 
equity to apply as a down pay- 
ment towards another, better 
house.” 

The builder, after making the 
$6300 worth of improvements, 
would have about $15,300 in the 
house. 

Barringer added, however, 
that the value of the house 
would be increased so much by 
the remodeling that a much big- 
ger loan would be justified. The 
FHA executive estimated that 
the improved house could be 
sold for about $16,500. 

Hartford Cool to Idea. 

In Hartford, FHA Director T. 
J. Murphy said the new home 
market is so strong that build- 
ers don’t give a hoot about 
trade-ins.

Names of Members. 

The membership includes, for 
example, Oscar Chapman, for- 
mer Secretary of the Interier; 
Charles Brannan, former Secre- 
tary of Agriculture, Arthur Alt- 
meyer, former Social Security 
Commissioner; Clark Clifford, 
former White House _ special 
counsel; Dr. Frank Graham, for- 
mer North Carolina Senator; 
Leon Keyserling, former chair- 
man of the President’s Council 
of Economic Advisers, and Ro- 
bert R. Nathan, economist. 

Other members are A. J. 
Hayes, head of the machinists’ 
union; Morris Llewellyn Cooke, 
Philadelphia engineer; Dewey 
Anderson, director of the Public 
Affairs Institute; Walter Reu- 
ther, president of the CIO; 
James Patton, head of the Na- 
tional Farmers’ Union and Emil 
Rieve, head of the CIO Textile 
Workers Union. 

The committee set out a few 
basic premises on which it 
erected the platform. It said 
the democratic form of social 
organization is the highest po- 
litical expression mankind has 
yet attained, that Americans 
have become one of the chief 
trustees of this heritage, that 
the systems developed by the 
Nazis and Soviet Russian rulers 
are the opposite of democracy, 
and that the second half of this 
century “will be characterized 
by a struggle between these two 
concepts of human organization 
and responsibility which may 
be conclusive for all foreseeable 
time.” 

The American people, the 
committee continued, “can tip 
the scales on the side of democ- 
racy only by the conscious exer- 
cise of will and of reason, in 
the full knowledge that ours is 
both the opportunity and the 
responsibility.” The country has 
the tools needed to achieve the 
goals of peace and human well- 
being, the committee said, add- 
ing: 

“The only obstacles to their 
effective use are whatever prej- 
udice divides us, whatever dis- 
trust undermines our confidence 
in each other (whether sown 
among us by subversives or by 
self-seeking demagogues), what- 
ever jealousies poison our hu- 
man relationships, whatever lack 
of faiths saps our strength and 
withers our determination.” 

The statement continued: 

“In approaching the solution 
of domestic problems, we have 
set our course by the following 
fixed objectives which are es- 
tablished in law or in generally 
accepted national policy: 

“1. A constantly expanding 
American economy based upon 
full employment, embodied as 
national policy in the employ- 
ment act of 1946 and indorsed 
by a majority of both the Re- 
publican and Democratic parties. 

“2. The greatest possible ex- 
pansion of private enterprise, 
and particularly of small, com- 
petitive business, in the belief 


that this is essential to the 
maintenace of a democratic 
society; and, simultaneously, the 
maintenance and further im- 
provement of collective bargain- 
ing between labor and manage- 
ment. 

“3. The use of government 
controls over private activity 
only to the extent clearly re- 
quired in the public interest and 
only by means accountable to 
the popular will. 

“4. The resort to direct gov- 
ernment activity only in those 
areas where private enterprise 
cannot fulfill the clear require- 
ments of America’s goal. 

“5. The solution of American 
problems by practical Amegican 
means, and the rejection of all 
doctrinaire philosophies of hu- 
man organization. 

“6. The universal application 
of and unwavering adherence to 
the great democratic principles 
of freedom and justice defined 
in the Constitution and estab- 
lished in common law. 

“7. The achievement, in fact, 
of equal opportunity for all 
Americans without regard to 
race, sex, creed or economic 
status. 

Foreign Problems. 

“In our approach to the world 
problems which face America, 
we shall be guided by the fol- 
lowing fixed objectives upon 
which all, or most, Americans 
are agreed: 

“1. Firm and unswerving ad- 
herence to the United Nations 
as the keystone of America’s 
policy of peace. 

“2. The resolution of interna- 
tional problems by negotiation 
and conciliation, with honor and 
without appeasement of aggres- 
sors. 

“3. Universal disarmament as 
aconstant goal never to be aban- 
doned, but to be embraced only 
with adequate safeguards for 
the security of America and of 
the free world. 

“4. Meanwhile, the develop- 
ment and maintenance of unas- 
sailable American strength, both 
military and economic, for upon 
this now depends the peaceful 
resolution of the conflict of our 
time between tyranny and de- 
mocracy. 

“5. The encouragement and 
development by all available 
means, within the framework of 
the United Nations, of a general 
system of collective security for 
the common defense of free men 
and nations. 

“6. The expansion and liber- 
alization of trade, for this is es- 
sential to the prosperity and 
strength of America and of all 
the free world. ‘ 

“7. Acceptance of the unpar- 
alleled opportunity for leader- 
ship arid the advancement of 
democracy which lies in the 
awakening of more than half the 
world to the possibilities of a 
better life through the elimina- 
tion of poverty, disease and ig- 
norance.” 

History of Founding. 

A forerunner of the com- 
mittee was started more than a 
year ago by a group of Washing- 
ton representatives of welfare, 
labor and other organizations 
who were fearful that neither 
the Democrats nor the Republi- 
cans would point up what they 
thought were the important is- 
sues facing the country. 

Three of the early group, An- 
derson; Philip Schiff, Washing- 
ton representative of the Nation- 
al Jewish Welfare Board, and 
Lee Johnson, executive vice 
president of the National Hous- 
ing Conference, went to Chica- 
go in July of 1952 to appear be- 
fore the platform committees 
of the Republican and Demo- 
cratic conventions. 

Subsequently they held fur- 
ther meetings and distributed a 
small amount of literature dur- 
ing the 1952 campaign. The com- 
mittee in its present form ven- 
tured onto the national stage at 
a press conference held in Wash- 
ee by Mrs. Roosevelt Aug. 
12. 

The committee will hold a re- 
gional conference in New York 
Sept. 21 and expects to schedule 
similar meetings in other major 
cities with the object of setting 
up participating organizations 


throughout the country.

E stepped out of the air- 
Woiane in Manila into suffo- 

cating heat and blinding 
flash bulbs; then came hearty 
handshakes and American soft 
drinks. It was like Chicago in 
July. And I quickly discovered 
that a premature political cam- 
paign was already in full swing. 
For me, the pleasantest thing 
about it was betng able to view 
it with impersonal objectivity. 

The Filipinos seem obsessed 
with politics. Although the elec- 
tions were seven months away, 
city people could scarcely talk 
of anything else and I was in it 
before I knew it. Because ar- 
rangements already had been 
made for me to see President 
Elpidio Quirino and members of 
his Liberal party, our Ambassa- 
dor, Adm. Raymond Spruance, 
had invited a few. of the opposi- 
tion Nationalist leaders to have 
dinner with us as soon as we ar- 
rived. The Liberals promptly 
charged the American Ambassa- 
dor with interference in the 
election! 

For fifty years an American 

protege, the Philippines are 
close to the hearts of most 
Americans. To the peoples of 
Asia, Philippine independence 
is proof that the United States 
stands by its promises. Moreov- 
er, this thousand-mile-long ar- 
chipelago is the southern an- 
chor of a natural line of de- 
fense on the rim of Asia. So 
there is no underestimating the 
importance to us of this troubled 
republic. 
Manila emerged from the war 
as probably the most devastated 
capital in the world after War- 
saw. The half-submerged hulks 
of many Japanese ships are still 
rusting in the harbor, but the 
city has been largely rebuilt. 
Meanwhile, the nation has 
checked the Huk Communist re- 
bellion, taken some encouraging 
steps toward financial and gov- 
ernment reform and weathered 
a major economic crisis (thanks 
in great part to two billion dol- 
lars’ worth of United States aid 
for reconstruction, war-damage 
claims, veterans’ pensions and 
so on). 

But if things are better, 
they are not good. There are 
squalor and misery behind 
the facade of fine new build- 
ings, and the average Filipino 
is 20 to 25 per cent worse off 
than before the. war. The 
Huks are still active, and 
their strength and depreda- 
tions would multiply with de- 
terioration of the army and 
the economy. (If the economy 
is still relatively healthy for 
Asia, it is only because of 
American expenditures and 
the duty-free entry of Philip- 
pine products into the United 
States). 

The elections of 1949 were 
marked with violence, coercion 
and bribery — and everyone 
knows it. While President Qui- 
rino and his able cabinet have 
made some notable progress in 
carrying out the drastic reforms 
recemmended in 1950 by a com- 
mission of American experts, 
there are still ugly reports of 
corruption; unemployment is 
high and efficiency low. Nor 
has any progress been made to- 
ward land reform and the re- 
lease of the small farmer from 
the landlord, from the Chinese 
moneylender and from centuries- 
old systems of land tenure. 

Yet this remains a land of 
promise in East Asia—if only 
because of its abundant land 
and still undeveloped natural re- 
sources. At the moment, the fu- 
ture is unclear, and this may be 
the year of decision. 

There are many who say it 
is “time for a change” (a 
phrase I have heard before!) 
and that Ramon Magsaysay, 
the popular, husky wartime 
guerrilla leader, will sweep 
the Liberals out of office—if 
the elections are honest. I 
talked at length with Magsay- 
say, an ex-Liberal turned Na- 
tionalist. He came with two 
bodyguards — and with good 
“nage A ee, is rougher 

re than anything I e . 
enced last fall. _ 

Magsaysay is voluble, ambi- 
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tious, energetic and worried— 
worried lest the elections are 
rigged as they were in 1949. 
“Without committing more 
atrocities than he committed 
then, President Quirino cannot 
win,” Magsaysay said. ‘“There- 
fore, he must commit them.” 


Magsaysay’s supporters, sea- 
soned veterans like Senator Jose 
Laurel—who was the Nationalist 
candidate and victim of the last 
election—and independent Sen- 
ator Lorenzo Tanada, are equal- 
ly determined ‘“‘to drive this ad- 
ministration out of office this 
year, lock, stock and barrel.” 


Quirino appointed Magsaysay 
Minister of Defense in 1950. He 
did a truly great job of reorgan- 
izing the army and cleaning up 
the Huks. His weapons were 
competence, courage and com- 
passion. He used the army to 
police the congressional elec- 
tions in 1951 and they were 
honest and relatively orderly 
(only 20 .killed!). His unchal- 
lenged integrity has won him 
respect and affection among the 
common people. But this spring, 
he resigned from President 
Quirino’s administration, pro- 
testing against lagging reforms 
and continuing corruption. Now 
he is running against his former 
chief with no holds barred. 
Small wonder there is no 
love lost on Magsaysay in the 
Quirino camp or that the cam- 
paign will outdo in virulence

Plan on Korea Comes as Surprise 


Rejection Was Expected, but Language 
Used Indicates Reds Are Pushing an 
‘Air of Reasonableness.’

O one here is surprised that the Red Chinese have turned 
down the United Nations-recommended arrangements for a 


Korean peace conferenrce. 


The surprising thing is the 
language in the reply of Red 
China’s Foreign Minister Chou 
En-lai which is mild by Commu- 
nist standards. Observers here 
draw these conclusions from it: 


1. The use of mild language 
is a deliberate effort to foster 
an “air of reasonableness.” 

2. In coming out for a round- 
table conference with India par- 
ticipating, the Reds are trying 
to exploit the split over this be- 
tween the United States and 
Britain and to embarrass us with 
the majority of the U.N. mem- 
bers who sided with the British 
idea. 

3. Although what they are 
proposing is essentially what An- 
drei Vishinsky tried to get the 
U.N. special Assembly to adopt 
last month, they have made 
some interesting alterations in 
the slate of those they would 
like to attend, presumably to 
make it look more reasonable. 

Vishinsky proposed this list 
of 15: The United States, Britain, 
France, Russia, Red China, In- 
dia, Poland, Burma, North Ko- 
rea, South Korea, Czechoslo- 
vakia, Indonesia, Syria, Egypt 
and Mexico. 

Now, Chou proposes all the 
nations on the two belligerent 
sides in Korea, instead of limit- 
ing the number as Vishinsky did. 
He has dropped Poland, Czecho- 
slovakia, Syria, Egypt and Mex- 
ico, none of whom could logic- 
ally be said to have any direct 


interest in the Far East, and he 
has kept Russia, India, Indonesia 
and Burma and has added Pakis- 


tan. 

4. Red China would like to 
get its envoys invited to attend 
a U.N. debate on Korea because 
among other things this would 
give it a foot in the door toward 
the U.N. membership it covets. 

The Chinese obviously know 
that the United States has fixed 
it with Britain and other allies 
to keep the question of member- 
ship for Red China off the agen- 
da. As long as we continue to 
be successful in this technique, 
the matter cannot be brought to 
a vote. " 

5. This may be the start of a 
new Red Chinese peace offensive 
planned to dovetail with the Rus- 
sian effort. If so, it may be a 
direct consequence of a grave in- 
ternal situation. 

6. Nowhere in the reply do 
Chinese Reds come right out 
and actually say there will be 
no peace conference if they can’t 
get their way. Of course, there 
may not be a conference the way 
things are going. 

If things are as bad in Red 
China as the latest reports indi- 
cate, it would seem only logical 
for them to come to a conference 
eventually—even one on the 
United States pattern, limited ta 
the two belligerent sides plus 
Russia and confined to the one 
subject of Korea.

Farmers’ prices are gradually go- 
ing down, but just recently I heard a 
radio announcer’ say the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics had reported the

cents by June 30, according to the 
Department of Agriculture. That's 
the lowest point since the war, and 
3 cents less than a year ago. 

The other 56 cents goes to food 
processors, distributors and retail- 
ers. Farmers are entitled to at least 
60 cents of the consumer's dollar. 

Many city people are of the 
opinion that if the farmer can fur-

« nish food at starvation prices they 


will have heaven on earth. They 
may for a short time but not very 
long. Farmers buy many automo- 
‘biles, trucks, refrigerators and count- 
less other manufactured items. 

Farmers pay more taxes than do 
the average city persons. 

Many types of business are sub- 
sidized but little adverse publicity 
is given them. Remember the mini- 
mum wage is on the statutes to pro- 
tect the worker, and I’m personally 
glad it is there. 

Let's have a better understand- 
ing of one another's problems. In 
the present day farmers and city 
people are dependent on one ,noth- 
er. If the average city person knew 
more of the farmers’ problems and 
cost of production, he would be a 
lot less critical. Likewise, many 
farmers do not know enough about 
conditions in the cities. 

Let’s not forget that the farmer 
has to produce the food for the 
world and he is entitled to a fair 
living for his magnificent efforts.

Now for Action 


Mayor Tucker recognizes sound advice when 
he hears it. More than that, he is willing to 
act on it. He has accepted the report of his 
Committee on Fluoridation as compelling on 
the City Administration, and has turned on 
the machinery to make this proved public 
health measure for attacking dental decay in 
children a reality in St. Louis. This is extremely 
good news. 

Not only does the report state clearly and 
unequivocally that fluoridation is safe and effec- 
tive. It also declares that there is no evidence 
of an adverse effect upon industrial processes 
in communities where fluorides in the amounts 
contemplated by the Health Department have 
been added to the water supply. 

This should assure the most skeptical citizen 
or industrial user of water that they will suffer 
not one whit from such a program. More im- 
portant, though, is the positive effect that fluori- 
dation would have toward making St. Louis a 
better place in which to raise children. 

In the words of a special committee of the St. 
Louis Medical Society, which made public its 
indorsement of the fluoridation proposal a day 
before the Mayor's committee spoke up: 


Such a step will constitute the most sig- 
nificant contribution to the public health 
of the community since the enactment and 
implementation of the Smoke Abatement 
Ordinance. 


The Medical Society's committee reported it 
saw no practical alternatives to fluoridation 
and, in common with the Mayor's committee, 
recommended that immediate steps be taken 
to bring it about. 

The emphasis each committee placed on the 
desirability of immediate action probably grew 
from a knowledge of the way the proposal has 
been studied, examined, re-examined and gen- 
erally kicked around. 

As far back as May 1951 the late Mayor 
Darst had indorsed the Health Department's 
policy of working toward fluoridation. But 
because a few selfish opponents succeeded in 
creating a state of confusion and blinding a 
minority of the Aldermen to the public inter- 
est, no fluoridation bill has ever been brought 
to a vote in the city’s legislative chamber. 

In his first address to the Aldermen last 
April, Mayor Tucker announced his intention of 
appointing a committee of outstanding physi- 
cians and dentists to examine all aspects of 
the fluoridation proposal. In matters of public 
health, he noted, it was plain common sense to 
accept the judgment of those whose business it 
is to protect health. 

The program the Mayor now recommends 
makes the same kind of good sense, and it would 
bring St. Louis into step with the times. Chil- 
dren in more than 700 other communities in 
the United States are now enjoying the advan- 
tages of fluoridation, and it is high time that St. 
Louis children began enjoying them too. 

The only stumbling block is the Board of 
Aldermen which will deal with the fluoridation 
bill. The fact that it is to be an Administration 
measure will give it considerable standing. But 
its passage will depend upon whether the Alder- 
men are willing to take the advice of the city’s 
leading physicians and dentists and seize the 
opportunity to serve the people and their 
children, 
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The Peril of Unawareness 

The American public must know more about 
its peril from the atomic and the hydrogen 
bombs. Only with that knowledge can it decide 
how much must be done to insure survival, as 
far as survival can be insured. That is the 
burden of a special edition of the Bulletin of the 
Atomic Scientists edited by Dr. Ralph E. Lapp.

J. Robert Oppenheimer, who headed the war- 
time Los Alamos laboratory which perfected 
the atomic bomb, had called earlier, in the same 
tones of extreme gravity, for disclosure of 
the facts to the people. Dangerous as were 
the bombs, ignorance was more dangerous still, 
he suggested. 

Defense of the civil population against A and 
H bomb attack cannot be complete, and to 
carry it as far as possible would be very costly. 
Only public opinion which considered the peril 
great enough to warrant the huge expenditures 
could get a civil defense program really moving. 

So far, the Federal Government has hardly 
touched the problem, Congress, persuaded that 
the voters do not want to spend the money, 
has made hardly more than token amounts 
available. State legislatures by and large have 
not been aroused, The most lively sense of the 
danger has been shown by a few cities, such 
as New York, where a relatively great déal is 
being done. 

It is much to be hoped that President Eisen- 
hower, in his projected atomic report to the 
country some time this fall, will provide the 
people with the knowledge which so many 
persons in a position to form gound judgments 
now consider so necessary. It is their lives and 
their country that are at stake. Consequently 
it should be their decision how much to do— 
a sound decision based on knowledge. 
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Protocol and the Duty on Wool 

What happens at the ceremonial level of gov- 
ernment does not necessarily jibe with what 
happens at the action level. This is a well-estab- 
lished principle which has been exemplified 
anew at the opening of the meeting of governors 
of the World Bank and International Monetary 
Fund. 

The ceremonial protocol called for a message 
of greeting to these two institutions, which are 
concerned with the economic welfare of the 
world, from President Eisenhower. He sent a 
warm note of commendation in which he 
pledged full American support for their objec- 
tives, one of which is “the quickening of trade.” 

Eugene Black, president of the World Bank, 
had laid special emphasis upon American re- 
sponsibilities in the field of trade. when he 
addressed the assembled financial experts, The 
giant of the world economy, he suggested, cuts 
a strange figure when it fears foreign competi- 
tion so much that it hesitates to reduce tariffs 
and other barriers to free internstional trade. 
If we are to do our part in expanding world 
trade, he said, it is not enough to refrain from 
increasing our tariffs; we must take fresh ac- 
tion to reduce these and other barriers, 

The President's greeting, like many other 
general statements he has made in the past, 
seemed to put him on the side of Mr. Black. 
But what is happening at the action level of his 
Administration? 

One of the most recent events is a request 
by President Eisennower's Department of Ag- 
riculture that the Tariff Commission authorize 
a special import fee of 7 cents a pound on wool. 


The special import fee would be on top of a_ 


regular tariff of 2544 cents a pound. It would, 
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insofar as wool is concerned, contribute not at 
all to the “quickening” of international trade 
but rather to the deadening of it. 

This is, of course, not the first time that 
practice has conflicted with principle, in the 
area of foreign trade or anything else. But if 
Mr. Black and others like him are right in 
stressing this country’s special responsibilities 
for economic leadership in the world, there is 
a special reason for trying to bring our official 
practice on trade barriers into line with our 
official general statements about them. 
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Adenauer as Strong Man 

Re-elected Chancellor of West Germany, Dr. 
Konrad Adenauer moved quickly to consolidate 
his victory and to make himself the strong man 
of Bonn—and perhaps of Europe. 

His Christian Democrats won 244 seats in the 
Bundestag, a majority of one. Unwilling to 
depend on that narrow margin—safe as it might 
seem in view of the division of the opposition 
groups—the Chancellor has again formed the 
coalition which he headed for the last four years. 
But the Free Democrats and the German party 
now come into this combination with reduced in- 
fluence because they lost seats in the Sept. 6 
voting. 

There is also talk of bringing in the new 
Refugee party. This would insure Dr. Adenauer 
of a two-thirds majority and would reduce Ger- 
many's second strongest party, the Social Demo- 
crats, to virtual parliamentary impotence. They 
could propose and oppose, but Dr. Adenauer 
could run his new steam-roller over them s0 
long as he kept all its bolts tightened up. 

Aside. from its immediate advantages, the 
strength of the new Adenauer regime may be 
a good thing for Germany in the long run. It 
may convince the voters of the futility of splin- 
ter parties and bring them around to a system 
of two strong parties, parties strong enough to 
rule and strong enough to check. 

It was unfortunate, however, that Dr. Hein- 
rich von Brentano, Dr. Adenauer’s floor leader 
in the Bundestag, should have followed up his 
chief's success with talk of German desire for 
a position of domination in Europe—even if he 
did so only to disavow such an ambition. 

Such talk sounds ominous to the French. 
And it is the French who can now frustrate Dr. 
Adenauer’s objective of a European Defense 
Community defended by a continental army em- 
bracing German contingents, There also have 
been calculated reports that Dr. Adenauer can- 
not wait beyond Jan. 1 for French ratification 
of this arrangement. Especially sensitive be- 
cause aware of their own governmental weak- 
nesses, the French may resent such an “ulti- 
matum,” and may answer that they have some- 
thing to say, too, about Dr. Adenauer’s alterna- 
tive: the inclusion of Germany in the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization. 

It is to be hoped that Paris will appreciate 
the advantage of German units in a European 
army over a German army on its own. Even 
democratic Germans prefer the former since it 
would provide less occasion for a come-back 
by the old military caste, the survivors of 
the officer class which fought Hitler's war 
for him. 

But if ever there was one, this is a case for 
kid gloves. All the wars and rivalries which 
have raged up one side of the Rhine and down 
the other in the thousand years since the break- 
up of Charlemagne’s empire play an accompani- 
ment to this duet. Bonn and Paris should be 
looking to the future instead of consulting old 
ghosts. But there is nothing like a harsh word 
or an unnecessary show of strength for bringing 
an old ghost into new flesh. 

In view of his deep religious feelings and 
his aspirations for a United Europe, we are in- 
clined to believe that Dr. Adenauer knows this 
as well as does any statesman. 
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A Job Well Done

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When the Next Session Meets 

One of the ramifications resulting from the 
death of Senator Taft of Ohio is its influence 
on the composition of Senate committées. Sev- 
eral weeks ago we showed what his vacancy 
and that occasioned by the death of Senator 
Tobey of New Hampshire would do to the For- 
eign Relations Committee. The Labor and Pub- 
lic Welfare Committee will be similarly af- 
fected. 

Senator Taft was the senior member of the 
Labor Committee, but he stood aside as Major- 
ity Leader and allowed the chairmanship to go 
to Senator Smith of New Jersey. A second Re- 
publican vacancy will result if Senator Aiken 
of Vermont leaves the Labor Committee to take 
Senator Taft’s place on the Foreign Relations 
Committee, as is now expected. 

Thus two of the eight Republican seats will 
go to new Senators in the next -ession. Since 
the committee already contains three {irst-ses- 
sion Republicans, Griswold of Nebraska, Purtell 
of Connecticut and Goldwater of Arizona, the 
prospect is for more newcomers. Chairman 
Smith and his colleague, Senator Ives of New 
York, may find themselves in the minority if 
they seek to adopt the mild changes in the 
labor law worked out by Senator Taft. 
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New Foes of an Excise Tax 

Powerful new resistance to a federal excise 
tax, opposed by consumer groups and labor 
unions, comes from the National Retail Dry 
Goods Association. The association says it has 
been misunderstood as being in favor of a na- 
tional retail sales tax. It is “vehemently op- 
posed” to both excise and retail sales taxes, it 
explains, but if compelled to choose “the lesser 
of two evils” would choose the retail sales tax 
in preference to the excise tax. Either tax, it 
points out, would “restrict consumer expendi- 
tures,” and therefore is harmful. 

As other groups in their turn have pointed 
out, national sales or excise taxes would in- 
crease the price of commodities and lay the 
heaviest taxes on those least able to pay, the 
lightest taxes on those most able. 

A national sales tax would be defensible 
only as a last desperate recourse to raise in- 
dispensable revenue which there was no other 
way of raising. The fact is that less objection- 
able sources of tax revenue still exist.

Behind Operation hinsey 


For the edification of the public-re- 
lations fraternity and the information 
of its own readers The Saturday Review 
has compiled the following case history 
of Operation Kinsey: 


Dr. Kinsey and his colleagues, it 
seems, learned a few things themselves 
from their experience with their first 
book, “Sexual Behavior in the Human 
Male.” In January 1948 the venerable 
and respected Philadelphia medical and 
scientific publishing house of W. B. 
Saunders published the “Male” with 
mary a murmur of advance publicity 
and the fond hope that it would sooner 
or later sell a printing of 5000 copies 
at $6.50 each. 


As of last week, “Male” had sold 
250,000 copies in the United States 
and Canada, not to mention the thou- 
sands in half a dozen translations. 
Kinsey had become a household word, 
the ingredient of 7,987,987,654 jokes, a 
synonym for s-e-x. At least four pub- 
lishers, pop-eyed at the rate at which 
“Male,” was snapped up, jumped aboard 
the bandwagon with quickie digests. 


“More Readable” Product 


The Kinsey staff took a dim view 
of such popularizations, They were 
anxious that their findings reach as 
big a public as possible, but were wor- 
ried by some of the “distortions” of the 
popularizers. 

Besides, they were anxious that roy- 
alties flow into the Institute, not to 
popularizers. (Dr. Kinsey and his staff 
have not profited personally. The In- 
stitute’s backers are Indiana University 
and the Rockefeller Foundation.) 

This might possibly explain the- fact 
that, whereas the “Male” was crammed 
with statistics and s scientific ter- 
minology, “Female” A.P.’s Alton 
L. Blakeslee puts it—“more readable.” 

Dr. Kinsey therefore pe as- 
sumed command of all the pre-publica- 
tion publicity. In the late spring he

In all, about 50 writers for mass 
media attended, men and women de- 


scribed by Max Lerner In The New 
York Post as “science reporters or med- 
ical writers, some had been military 
writers or war reporters, one or two 
had Washington experience, a number 
had spent thei time writing for the 
women’s magazines on the great trinity 
of love, marriage and morals, and had 
learned the pattern of the slick-paper 
family magazines in seeming to con- 
front the facts of life yet skirting their 
edges in genteel fashion.” 


Blurbs Before Book 


Before anyone was allowed to leaf 
through a set of “Female” proofs he 
had to sign a three-page legal contract 
that bound him to keep his mouth shut 
and his typewriter silent until K-day. 
Naturally, the writers and their editors 
were delighted to learn that for 
K-day Dr. Kinsey had chosen Thursday, 
Aug. 20, the day such mass circula- 
tion weeklies as Time, Life and News- 
week and such monthlies as McCall’s 
and Woman’s Home Companion hit the 
stands. 


One of the curious features of Opera- 
tion Kinsey that puzzles most public- 
relations men is the fact that the book 
itself was not to be ready for the book- 
stores until Sept. 14, 25 days after 
K-day. Apparently the long wait did 
not hurt sales. By Aug. 21, Saunders 
had already sold 170,000 of its first 
printing of 250,000; over the following 
weekend orders came in for another 
30,000 at $8 per. 

Twenty leading booksellers from 
coast to coast, questioned by The Satur- 
day Review, reported they are frankly 
impressed by the “unprecedented skill” 
of the buildup. 


Pictures at a Price 


Operation Kinsey includes a new 
wrinkle as far as book-reviewing is 
concerned. Time-honored practice is 
for the publisher to send a galley or 
copy of a book to magazines and news- 
papers a month or so before publica- 
tion. Photographs of authors are sup- 
plied free. 


As this issue of The Saturday Review 
goes to press, neither proofs nor copies 
of “Female” have been received by re- 
viewing media. Photographs of Dr. 
Kinsey and his staff, however, are plen- 
tiful; they are being distributed by a 
New York press agent of the Institute 
at $25 a picture. 

As soon as The Saturday Review re- 
ceives its copy of “Female,” we will for- 
ward it to a man who, because of his 
training and experience, is recognized 
as thoroughly qualified to appraise the 
work and its implications. When he has 
had time to read and ponder it. The 
Saturday Review will publish his re- 
view. Until then, however, we'll be out 
trying to scare up $25 to buy a photo- 
graph.

A Barkeep and an Heiress 


THE NARROWS, by Ann Petry. (Houghton Mifflin, 

428 pgs., $3.95.) 

Link Williams, when he grew up, 
was a disappointment to Miss Abbie, 
his mother by adoption. His school 
record had been brilliant—athletic star 
in high school and college, Phi Beta 
Kappa. But after his term in the Navy, 
he had settled down as barkeep in 
Bill Hod’s disreputable saloon in the 
disreputable section of Monmouth 
called the Narrows. The exquisite food 
of Bill's cook, the Saturday night poker 
game and the routine of his j@b seemed 
to satisfy him completely. 


Miss Abbie’s disappointment was 
whetted by her conviction that she was 
partly at fault. She felt that Link had 
first fallen into bad company when, 
absorbed in grief over her husband's 
death, she had for some years “forgot- 
ten he existed.’’ What she didn’t know, 
and couldn't have understood, was the 
sincerity of Bill Hod’s fatherly affec- 
tion for Link, and 
the fact that Link, 
apparently wasting 
his time, was ac- 
tually working 
steadily at the 
scholarly task he 
had set himself in 
college, a_ history 
of slavery. 

Camilo was the 
daughter of wealth 
and position, a 
graduate of Bar- 
nard, a_ successful 
fashion writer, com- 
muting between 
Monmouth and New 
York and points cast. She was married 
to a man of similar background. 

But one foggy night Camilo, some- 
what rashly slumming in the Narrows, 
was frightened by a perverted cripple 
and was rescued by Link.

.adequately bridged their social gap. 


The resultant entanglement, secret 
as they tried to keep it, involved an 
intricate web of people. The butler at 
Camilo’s home, Mr. Powther, had just 
moved into Miss Abbie’s upstairs apart- 
ment, with his Southern, carefree wife 
and his children. He knew Camilo had 
a lover, but he didn’t know it was J.ink. 
Bill Hod found out who Camilo was 
and, unconcerned over the morality, 
was frightened by the inevitable trage- 
dy. Miss Abbie threw Camilo out of 
her house, and her clothes after her. 

The climax comes when Link finally 
discovers just how fabulously wealthy 
Camilo is, and that she is married. He 
quarrels violently with her, accuses 
her of using him as an “experience.” 


Miss Petry, as in her earlier books. 
tells her story with a technical skill 
and an always effective force that are 
marred only by ‘her taste for melo- 
drama. This shows up in the character- 
ization. The Negro characters are the 
most individual and convincing, but 
even they are extremes—‘characters.” 

Link, Bill Hod, Miss Abbie, Mr. Pow- 
ther and his wife, Mamie, are all be- 
lievable, but all unusual. They are not 
just atypical, either; they would be 
unusual were they white or not. 

The white people, even more than the 
Negroes, seem merely manufactured to 
fit their parts in the plot. Camilo al- 
most comes alive in the beginning, but 
she quickly degenerates into the tab- 
loid stereotype an heiress; her 
mother and husband are the merest 
caricatures. 

This is particularly unfortunate be 
cause it emphasizes, perhaps exagger 
ates, the gap in understanding which 
such stories are trying to close.

Canada’s New Proposal. 


Opinion here is all on the 
side of pushing up from the 
farthest North railway so that 
the warning time is constantly 
increased with a series of lines 
to check and re-check on direc- 
lion and numbers.

This was in line with the 
recommendation of project Lin- 
coln, the Air Force research 
program in protection from an 
atomic Pearl Harbor being car- 
ried out at the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology.

A ‘Bad Egg.’ 

HEN Shakespeare had the 

murderers in “Macbeth” 

say to Macduff's young son 
“What you egg! Young fry of 
treachery!"—and when his con- 
temporary, John Lyly, wrote in 
his most celebrated poem, “As 
good to be an addled egg as an 
idle bird,” the door was wide 
open for popular metaphor 
likening a man to an egg. 

However, it took’ over two 
centeuries and more for this 
one, about which our correspon- 
dent inquiries, to get into black 
and white—for a person to be 
called a “bad egg” with no doubt 
as to the speaker’s intention. 
There is also, of course, the 

somewhat less frequently used 
“good egg,” and our reader's re- 
mark that this has “a British 
sound” comes as close to its his- 
tory as we can get, its attribu- 
tion being to university slang 
in England—specifically to Ox- 
ford—early in the present cen- 
tury. 
“Bad egg” is the earlier meta- 
phor, being on the record since 
the middle of the 1800s. In its 
popular connotation, it seems to 
be an Americanism, unchanged 
since this item appeared in the 
Rocky Mountain News of Den- 
ver, Col., in 1863, reporting the 
outcome of charges brought 
against a certain disreputable 
character: “—is evidentely a 
‘bad egg.’ Fined $3 and costs.” 
The expression seems to have 
come first on the record in a 
more literary context, which we 
quote from Paxton’s “Captain 
Priest,” published in 1855: “In 
the language of his class, fhe 
Perfect Bird generally turns out 
to be ‘a bad egg’.”

Fireworks in Living Room |

QUIET, restful living room? 

It can’t be if one wall ex- 

plodes like fireworks on the 
Fourth of July. 

For some reason that’s under- 
stood not at all by true modern- 
ists, some fabrics offered up in 
the name of modern design 
burst with raw color and con- 
fused, sometimes even violent 
pattern. 

The disturbance patterns like 
this create, when used for drap- 
ery on large windows spoils a 
room’s chances for pleasant live- 
ability. The design insists on so 
much attention it almost butts 
into the conversation, and its 
forwardness crowds a room and 
makes it look smaller. 


Good modern has very know- 
ing ways with today’s problems, 
and how to make limited space 
look larger is certainly high on 
the list.

Cornices which cover window 
tops are not a good choice for a 
room which has low ceilings be- 
cause they cut down window 
area and make the windows look 
smaller and lower. However, 
cornices can be used if they 
cover the tops of the window 
frames only and extend on up- 
ward to the ceiling. But they 
must match the draperies if they 
are to make the windows look 
taller—contrasting cornices also 
cut down window height,

New Eye Surgery

ATARACT victims in the near future may have a plas- 
Cc lens put in their eyes when cataracts are removed, 

enabling them to see better. This operation was de- 
vised last year by Dr. Harold Ridley, a London eye sur- 
geon. It has recently been tried in the United States. 

The procedure consists of implanting a tiny lens made 
of a plastic similar to plexiglass within the eyeball imme- 
diately after removal of the cataract. This restores vision 


, to near normal because it permits using both eyes together 


after the operation. 

The plastic used to replace the natural eye lens is un- 
breakable and does not irritate the living tissue of the eye, 
according to Dr. Ridley. Many experiments were neces- 
sary in order to discover the best size and shape for the 
plastic lens. f 


, i 

BECAUSE THE PLASTIC LENSES are not yet gen- 
erally available nor have eye surgeons yet had the chance 
of learning the new procedure, this operation is not gen- 
erally available. 

A cataract occurs when the natural lens in the eye 
(behind the black hole or pupil) becomes cloudy and no 
longer transparent. Many cataracts seem to be a normal 
result of aging. 

When the lens is sufficiently cloudy, it is removed to 
restore vision. Then it is necessary to wear a strong, thick 
eyeglass. The image transmitted into the eye is larger 
and more distorted than usual. When operation is done 
on only one eye—as usually is the case—the eyes don’t 
see the same image and thus can’t continue working to- 
gether. 

Insertion of a plastic lens in place of the natural lens 
in the eye prevents this trouble and eliminates the need 
for the thick bulging spectacles.

THE NEW OPERATION cannot be used on everyone, 
though it may be possible to use it in as many as four 
out of five cataract operations. 

Drs. Warren S. Reese and Turgut N. Hamdi, of the 
Wills Eye Hospital in Philadelphia, have used the new op- 
eration on 16 patients, 14 with success. They report: “The 
Ridley operation practically restores the eye as an optical 
instrument. It thus obviates the need of a strong eye- 
glass, thereby eliminating distortion, retinal image mag- 
nification, seeing double, and complete dependence upon 
glasses.” 

They report that some of the patients had practically 
norma] vision for distance without any eyeglasses at all. It 
didn’t increase the hazard of cataract surgery nor lengthen 
the stay in the hospital. They think it will become the 
best operation in cataract involving one eye. 

Like nearly all surgery, the results can’t be guaran- 
teed. One patient had an apparently successful operation. 
A week after leaving the hospital, the plastic lens in the 
eye became dislocated and had to be removed. However, 
the patient wasn’t any worse off than if the plastic lens 
had not been tried. 

Until this new procedure was invented, cataract sur- 
gery was one of the oldest successful and largely un- 
changed operations in. medical history. It was developed 
by oriental surgeons, the Hindus, and was described in one 
of their textbooks written in the fifth century, A.D.

years in a Communist prison in 
Czechoslovakia, has written the 
story of his ordeal,.as promised 
when he returned to the United 
States last May. This is the 
second of a series of articles in 
which Oatis relates his experi- 
ences. 


HE first sign that I was in 
T troubie came in August of 

1950, two months after I 
went to Prague, Czechoslovakia, 
as a foreign correspondent. 

It happened at the world con- 
gress of the International Union 
of Students, held in a big trade 
exposition hall on the outskirts 
of Prague. 

The IUS had its secretariat in 
Prague and included member 
organizations of college students 
in 68 countries. The secretariat 
and most of the member organi- 
zations were Communist domi- 
nated, but some of the latter, 
notably in England, Scotland 
and Denmark, were not. 


My newsgathering routine 
consisted mostly of sitting in the 
office and writing stories I se- 
lected from the official Czecho- 
slovak News Agency and local 
newspapers and radio, and occa- 
sionally going out and getting 
what I could from diplomats. 
The student congress gave me 
a chance to get something first 
hand—to cover a story with my 
own eyes and ears. 


The convention produced no 
world-shaking news. But I re- 
ported how delegates demon- 
strated for Soviet Prime Minis- 
ter Stalin, while some Western 
delegations sat silent, and how 
an American speaker proclaimed, 
“In America, we will shout, 
‘Hands off Korea!’” 


I later went down on the con- 
vention floor to talk to that 
speaker and some other dele- 
gates seated there. The hall was 
well staffed with ushers, but 
none stopped me. 

I was in my office the next 
morning when a man telephoned 
asking if I knew where he could 
find Russell Jones, the United 
Press chief in Prague. I said I 
could not, and inquired who was 
calling, The man said, “This is 
Jan.” 

I had heard about him. Jan 
Stransky had worked for the UP 
until shortly before I arrived in 
Prague. Then he had been 
picked up and sent to a labor 
camp on the grounds he had 
planned to leave the country 
illegally.

FEW minutes after he had 
A called, he walked into the of- 

fice, a slight, boyish fellow 
with a lively manner, wearing 
khaki work clothes and brown 
from the sun. He had a pass to 
spend Sunday in a town near the 
camp, and he had taken a 
chance and come by bus to 
Prague. 


I gathered that he expected to 
be freed before Christmas and 
wanted to talk to Jones about 
getting his job back. Since Jones 
could not be found, .Stransky 
wrote a note for me to deliver 
next time I saw him. 

Stansky sat down and typed 
out something on some paper I 
gave him—a sheet of yellow 
foolscap. Without reading it, I 
put it in my pocket. 

When I met Jones at the stu- 
dent congress and gave him the 
note, he grimly tore it up and 
dropped it, piece by piece, on 
the floor. 

A little later I showed my 
pass tq get into the convention 
hall. The usher grabbed it and 
rushed off. After some delay, 
a young man in glasses ap- 
peared. He was trembling with 
anger. He waved my pass, torn 
in two, end said it had been 
canceled. 

“You were not behaving as a 
journalist only and were work- 
ing through the conference 
hall,” he said. 

I thought. at once of how I 
had gone onto the convention 
floor and questioned the Amer- 
ican that had talked about 
Korea, and of how unhappy he 
had seemed to see me. 

His speech, reported by the 
official Czechoslovak News 
Agency and by at least two 
American agencies, had caused 
him some trouble back home. 
And now, I supposed, the young 
Communists running the con- 
gress were punishing me for 
sending the story. 

The congress ended and I 
turned to other things. In Sep- 
tember, Bedrich Runge, a press

officer, called me to the Minis- 
try of Foreign Affairs. 


Runge was a tall, gray-haired 
man with vague blue eyes in a 
beefy face. On my previous vis- 
its, he had received me cordial- 
ly. This time his manner was 
stiff and cold. And he was not 
alone. There was a third party 
on hand—a mousy little mus- 
tached man. 


Runge failed to offer the 
usual handshake. Instead, he 
waved me to a little table. He 
told me I would not be reac- 
credited when my permission to 
work as a correspondent ex- 
pired Sept. 30. 

“This is not a measure di- 
rected against The Associated 
Press,” he said. “It is a meas- 
ure directed against you per- 
sonally. You cannot work in 
this country unless you respect 
our laws.” 

I asked him to be specific. 

“You know very well the rea- 
son,” he said, and I answered, 
“But I don’t know the reason.” 

I wrote a letter to Runge, re- 
questing permission to stay un- 
til a replacement could get in. 
Finally it was decided I would 
not be accredited but that I 
could stay and work temporarily 
as a “private person.” 

I still did not know why my 
reaccreditation was being re- 
fused, but I had a hunch this 
had to do with the young Com- 
munists that had banished me 
from the student congress, and 
with the story about the Amer- 
ican who spoke on Korea. 

But the story was not the 
only thing involved. There was 
something else. And the people 
who told me about that were 
the secret police.

HE trouble really started the 
T day I arrived in Prague, be- 

cause it was a place that 
could fool you. It looked safe, 
but it was far from being so. I 
flew there from London June 
23, 1950. I was 36 years old, a 
journalist since 1932 and an 
employe of The Associated Press 
since 1937. 

The plane droned _ easily 
through a clear blue summer 
sky. The long, narrow tilled 
fields of Bohemia were as 
bright as a new quilt. And the 
airport lay in warm sunshine as 
we landed. 

The Czechoslovak airline stew- 
ardess was smiling and helpful. 
The uniformed official in the 
customs shed waved me through 
with just a glance into one of 
my six pieces of luggage. 

That was my first quick look 
at Czechoslovakia. I saw a sunny 


land and smiling people. But 
that was only the surface. Un- 
derneath there were dark and 
terrible depths. 

There was that building that 
sat a half mile to the right of 
the road, near the airport. It 
was a square-cut building with 
gray walls—with tall windows 
like the wide eyes of a fright- 
ened man. It was a prison. And 
before I was a year older, I 
was in it.

HAT prison borders a vil- 
T lage like the airport nearby, 

it takes its name from that 
village. That name is Ruzyne. 
If you say “roo-zeen-yeh,” barely 
stressing the first syllable, you 
will have it. 

Ruzyne was a secret prison. I 
think it is no exaggeration to 
say that millions of people in 
Czechoslovakia, and tens of 
thousands right in Prague, did 
not know the place existed. 

The only prison I had heard 
of was Pankrac (“PAHN-krahts”), 
in southeastern Prague. There 
the Communist regime held its 
biggest propaganda trials. 

If plainclothes men came to a 
man’s house and took him away, 
his relatives had no way of 
knowing where he had gone, let 
alone why; the police were eva- 
sive. They would assume he was 
in Pankrac. A few weeks later, 
an official postcard would come 
saying that money to buy cig- 
arettes, candy and the like could 
be sent to him at “the security 
prison, Praha-Pankrac.” 

All the while, the man had 
not been near Pankrac. If his 
case had followed a common pat- 
tern, he had been taken first to 
police headquarters in Bartholo- 
mew street in downtown Prague 
and then, a few days later, to 
Ruzyne prison, 

There he would stay till the 
authorities were ready to put 
him on trial. Then he would 
turn up in. court at *“Pankrac. 
Trials were held at Pankrac, but 
they were not prepared there. 
They were prepared at Ruzyne. 

Ruzyne prison was a trial fac- 
tory. Luckless souls of all ages 
and conditions—men and women, 
old and young, clerks, farmers, 
factory workers, priests, poli- 
ticians, even policemen—were 
entombed there. 

They were political prisoners, 
suspected of treason, espionage 
and sabotage. Their fates turned 
on what those terms could be 
shown to mean and what they 
themselves could be shown to 
have done—above all, what they 
could be brought to say they 
had done. 
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They walked to and dro in 
cold and narrow cells, helpless 
and alone, wondering whether 
they were to live or die—and 
whether life, for all it meant to 
them now, was worth living. 


Or they were blindfolded and 
taken from their cells under 
guard—ghostly figures in faded, 
shapeless, tan pajamas, stumb- 
ling and shuffling through dark, 
quiet corridors. 

Then they sat or stood in bare 
offices, through long hours, all 
day or far into the night, while 
hard-eyed men _ grilled them, 


wheedlied them, mocked them, 
stormed at them, breaking them 
down to accuse themselves and 


take the consequences. 


And after that they shuffled 
back, pale and shaken, to their 
cells, to wait and wonder — to 
wonder how long this misery 
would last and what would come 


after it. 

But all that was behind the 
scenes. On my first quick glance 
at Czechoslovakia, I saw no sign 
of it.

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Runge, the press officer, gave 
me a booklet with my name in 
it, setting out that I was ac- 
credited as an “ordinary foreign 
newspaper man.” 

The ministry had put its stamp 
in squares headed, d 
Quarter, 1950,” 
Quarter, 1950." I was accred- 
ited through September. Then 
I must apply for renewal of the 
accreditation. 

Nathan Polowetzky, the bu- 
reau chief before me, had lost 
his accreditation and had to 
leave the country two months 
earlier. e 

Runge complained to me that 
Polowetzky had aimed “constant 
pinpricks” at the people in pow- 
er. But he said they had noth- 
ing against me or the AP. 

“We realize the necessity of 
these agencies,” he said. “We 
do not ask that you report only 
the good things you see here. 

e know there are some things 
here that are bad. All we ask is 
that you report the good as well 
as the bad.”

HAT sounded all right to me. 
I was there to do what he 
seemed to be describing— 
objective reporting. 


A shadow of the things to 
come arose during my second 
night in Prague. 

I awoke to knocking on the 
door at my hotel. Six men in 
street clothes pushed past me 
into the room. And presently, 
as I stood there in pajamas, one 
of the men was trying to tell 
me something. 

But I could not get it—it was 
in Czech. I telephoned the desk 
downstairs, and up came a bell- 
hop that knew English. These 
men, he explained, were police- 
men. They wanted to see my 
money. The spokesman of the 
crew counted my dollars and 
pounds, and saw that they tal- 
lied with the currency declara- 
tion I had made on entering 
Czechoslovakia. No black-mar- 
ket money there. 

The men walked out, and I 
went back to sleep. 

That was my first meeting 
with the secret police. And it 
set the pattern for my shifting 
states of ‘mind in the months 
that followed, for the ebb and 
flow of my awareness of their 
menacing presence. 

Ten months to the day after 
I entered Czechoslovakia, the 
secret police arrested me. 

They held me six days at 
Bartholomew street police sta- 
tion. Then they took me to 
Ruzyne prison. And there 1 
stayed for the rest of my time 
in Czechoslovakia. For over two 
years. For 24% months. 
754 days and a little more—for 


18,100 long, long hours.

against five diamonds was every- 
thing it should have been, and 
the outcome was an 800-point 
penalty—this, against the mini- 
mum 200 points that South 
would have been set at his 
doubled four-spade contract, As 
may be imagined, the “swing” 
did nothing to improve the part- 
nership relations of East and 
West. 


East, defending himself, point- 
ed to the extreme length of his 
diamond suit and his outside 
weakness as ample justification 
for his takeout of the four-spade 
double. “He had been afraid 
that one of the opponents was 
void in diamonds; that West had 
misconstrued the four-diamond 
bid; that if four spades could be 
defeated, five diamonds might 
be cold, etc.” 


And there you have the corol- 
lary to the “waiting” philosophy. 
It is not the opponents, but. the 
waiter himself and his innocent 
partner, who are confused. Part- 
ner puts in a perfectly sound 
penalty double; the “waiter” 
wracks his brain to guess wheth- 
er he has or has not misled part- 
ner, and almost invariably con- 
cludes that he has.

é6 OU’RE so lucky,” com-

to one of our young as- 
sistants at the Gesell Institute. 
“You're getting all this informa- 
tion now so that when you have 
your own children you'll know 
just what to do.” 


“Knowing what to do isn’t all 
there is to it, though,” put in 
another of the visiting group. 
“When it comes right down to 
your own children it’s always 80 
different. No matter how much 
you know.” 


How right she was! Knowing 
intellectually how to get along 
with another person, whether 
adult or child, is one thing. 
Actually getting along with them 
is quite another. ‘ 


Because, among other things, 
our feelings enter in. This is 
why practically a whole school 
of child behavior has sprung up 
recently, which emphasizes our 
emotions, our feelings, in dealing 
with our children. And theirs in 
dealing with us. 


»* * * 


WE OURSELVES think that 
the emotions, the feelings, 
should not be overemphasized. 
Nor should we forget that the 
emotions have shape and struc- 
ture (morphology is the word we 
use) just as do other kinds of 
behavior. 

Nevertheless, they are an im- 
portant part of life, even though

they should not be overempha- 
sized. And when they don’t go 
the way we want them to, they 
are often one of the main rea- 
sons why we have trouble in 
getting on with our own chil- 
dren. 

We know that ff we could 
keep calm and not lose our own 
tempers when we're dealing with 
our own 2%4-year-olds or 6-year- 
olds (those trying ages), things 
would be smoother and would 
go much better. But—neverthe- 


less—we often do lose our tem- 
pers. 

And so, giving up our ideal 
of perfection—and of ourselves 
as calm, patient, unruffled and 
understanding parents (who un- 
derstand all and forgive all)—we 
might as well face the fact: There 
are some ages and some children 
(especially our own, it sometimes 
seems) who at least on occasion 
bring out the worst in us.

THE CHILD SPECIALIST 
who is glad his colleagues are 
not there when he shouts at his 
child... the teen-ager who says, 
“I’m glad my friends can’t hear 
the way I talk to my Grammy”— 
these are not alone. 

All of this doesn’t mean that 
knowledge is of no practical help 
in bringing up children. Nor 
does it mean that we should not 
at least try to keep our emo- 
tions well in hand while engaged 
in this task. It merely means 
that if and when our own chil- 
dren sometimes seem to bring 
out less than the best in us, we 
should not be surprised or too 
discouraged. 

But let us recognize that where 
we now are emotionally should 
not determine where we shall be 
five years from now. Emotions 
not only have shape and struc- 
ture, as we have mentioned 
earlier, but also have growing 
potentials. 

When we are most discouraged 
about our own emotional out- 
burst we sometimes see most 
clearly what and where we would 
like to be. Don’t be afraid to 
hitch your wagon to a star.

WAS not very much sur- 
] prised to read the announce- 

ment of Secretary of Labor 
Durkin’s resignation from the 
Cabinet. I felt 
all along that 
his ideas and 
those of the 
A d m inistra- 
tion were not 
likely to pro- 
ceed along 
the same 
lines. 

It will be 
interesting to 
see what 
choice the 
President will 
make for this very difficult 
job of reconciling labor’s real 
interests with the Adminis- 
tration’s attitude toward labor 
problems in general. Most of 
our enlightened business men 
have come a long way in the 
last 10 or 15 years and they 
realize that a solution of labor 
problems requires a meeting 
of minds between labor and 
employers. But to get this 
meeting of minds is no easy 
job, and the man at the head 
of the Labor Department, who 
brings it about will be some- 
what of a miracle man.

IT SEEMS TO ME, also, that 
today there is an additional 
problem for the head of our 
Department of Labor. This is 
the educational problem. You 
hear more and more business 
people speak slightingly of the 
International Labor Organiza- 
tion, yet this organization is of 
great importance to industry 
as well as labor. 

ILO was carefully set up 
with the intention of bringing 
in the three vital elements 
that make progress for condi- 
tions of labor throughout the

world possible — government, 
industry and the worker. 

Many other areas of the 
world have signed ILO agree- 
ments which we have not 
signed, the argument being 
that our conditions were far 
better than those set up by 
ILO. But every step forward 
made through ILO agreements 
in other parts of the world is 
of great importance to us, for 
it more nearly equalizes the 
conditions of labor and makes 
competition between nation 
and nation a much fairer 
proposition. 

All these things, I believe, 
should be understood through- 
out our country. In a way, the 
head of the Department of 
Labor has both a national and 
an international obligation to 
earry forward the education 
of people throughout ove 
country on labor problems 
both here and in the world as 
a whole.

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N the delta of the Nile river, 
[: small city called ' Rosetta 

exists. Near this place, an im- | 
portant stone known as the Ro- | 
setta Stone was found 154 years | 
ago. 
French soldiers were in Egypt | 
at the time of the discovery, and | 
one of their officers took charge 
of the stone. This officer saw | 
three kinds of writing which had | 
been cut on the surface, He knew 
nothing about the meaning of. 
the writing, but decided to save 
the stone as an object of interest 
for historians. 

- + + 

THE ROSETTA STONE was 
taken to Europe, and Champol- 
lion, a French scholar, worked a 
long time on the problem of 
learning the meaning of the 
writing. He saw that one kind 
of writing was Greek (which he 
could read) and made the correct 
guess that the other two kinds 
were Egyptian, with the same 
meaning. 

Other pieces of ancient Egyp- 
tlan writing had been discovered, 
but their meaning was a m9stery. 
People talked about the “hiero- 
glyphs” (pronounced “HIRE-oh- 
gliffs’) of Egypt as the holy, or. 
priestly, writing of the country, 
but the best scholars had failed 
to learn what the pictures, or 
signs, meant. 
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CHAMPOLLION figured that 
proper names in the Greek | 
writing would be found the same | 
number of times in each kind of 
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OF WRITING OF AN- 
CIENT EGYPT. 


were located in Egyptian. 

Some persons laughed at 
Champollion and said he never 
would be able to translate the 
Egyptian writing. He managed 
to do so, however, and produced 
an Egyptian dictionary which 
proved helpful to other scholars. 

Since that time, hundreds of 
rolis of ancient Egyptian writing 
have been translated. The writ- 
ing has given us thousands of 
facts about the ideas of the peo- 
ple of the Nile valley. We now 
know about their religion, their
